Government and Liberal-Dem- 
O¢ratic leaders “continued their 
talks from Monday night until 
the early hours of Tuesday in 
an attempt to reach agreement 
on the budget plan Tuesday. 
~ They met in a series of con- 
ferences to iron out disagree- 
ments and reach a final deci- 
Sion which earlier had been ox- 
pected last Saturday. 
Among the main points on 
which there was a conflict of 
views between the. Finance 
Ministry and the ruling party 
were the planned increase of 
the consumer price of rice, ap- 
ee for the Agriculture- 

orestry Ministry, local finances 
ahd how much the gasoline tax 
will be increased. 


The Government party first 
requested the Finance Ministry 
for changes in appropriations 
to the extent of ¥30,000 million. 


Finance Minister Ikeda agreed 
Monday evening to restore ¥10,- 
000 million of the above amount 
within the framework of the 
budget. However, policy board 
leaders demanded that he res- 
tore the other ¥20,000 million. 
Ikeda said there was no revenue 
available to enable him to ac- 
cept the demand. 


Meanwhile, an 
atmosphere prevailed Monday 
evening at a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Board, where members 
expressed strong dissatisfaction 
with the Finance Ministry's 
draft budget plan and Ikeda’s 
actions. 


Government and party lead- 
ers, including Ikeda, and Li- 
beral-Democratic Secretary-Gen- 
eral Takeo Miki, met Monday 
night at the Nikkatsu Interna- 
tional Building to adjust their 
views. 

-In other moves, Prime Min- 
ister Ishibashi met’ Miki and 
Chief Cabinet Secretary Hiro- 
hide Ishida to discuss a solu- 
tion. 

Earier, Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichitaro Ide Monday 
met with leaders of the party's 
Policy Boad in an effort to per- 
suade them to approve the pro- 
posed increase in the consumer 
price of rice on the condition 
that a dual system will be ap- 
plied to the increase; Le. that no 
price increase should fallon peo- 
ple in the low income rackets. 


‘The Policy Board was gen- 
erally inclined to accept the 
price raise but a minority 
group continued to oppose it 
vigorously.

MOSCOW, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
The Soviet Government was 
silent Monday on a nuclear 
test explosion which the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) said took place in the 
Soviet Union Saturday. | 


was the fifth U.S. revelation of 
Soviet explosions in the last six 
months. The AEC made clear 
that there have been others 
that were not announced. 

The number and size of the 
recent explosions, most of them 
larger than the blasts over Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki but smaller 
than the most powerful 
bombs, has led to speculation 
that the Soviets are testing nu- 
clear warheads for space-travel- 
ing missiles. 

A variety of shorter-ranged 
missile warheads, and shells for 
atomic artillery pieces, are also 
believed under development in 
the Soviet program. 

An AEC spokesman said that 
only Soviet tests having some 
unusual characteristie have 
been announced by the commis- 
sion. A total of 17 such an- 
nouncements have been issued

since the first Russian A-bomb 
was set off, and five of these 
have come since mid-August 
last year.

On Aug. 31, President Eisen- 
hower said at a news conference 
that another detonation in the 
Russian test series had occur- 
red the previous day. 


On Sept. 3, the AEC revealed 
the third explosion in that 
series, and on Nov, 17, announc- 
ed that radioactive contamina- 
tion of the atmosphere showed 
the Russians had set off another 
blast. 

The Soviet Union took the un- 


- usual step of issuing its own an- 


nouncement on the Nov. 17 
test, saying “the explosion was 
carried out at a great altitude. 
The test was successful.” 

Sunday’s statement from the 
AEC said Soviet testing has 
been “resumed since the Novem- 
ber 17 announcement.” It did 
not indicate how many nuclear 
experiments have been conduct- 
ed in the two-month interval. 

According to AEC Chairman 
Lewis Strauss, the total of Rus- 
sian nuclear tests is “substantial- 
ly greater” than the number an- 
nounced. Most of them have 
been conducted in south central 
Siberia. But a few have been 
staged in the far cam above, 
Murmansk.

India Launches 1st A-Reactor, 
Nehru Rules Out Warlike Use 


. BOMBAY, Jan, 21. (AP)— 
Premier Nehru opened India’s 
first atomic reactor Sunday 
with a “thank you” to Britain, 
Canada, the United States and 
Sone for their téchnical and 
Material assisiance. — 

Nehru said the Soviet Union 
also offered India help with 
her atomic energy develop 
ment, “and I am sure this, ‘too, 
will be followed up,” he added. 


“India: will. never use atomic 
energy for warlike purposes 
and will not qualify this-stand 
with on conditions,” Nehru 
deciared.. 


The ceremony took place at 
aac near Bombay, where 
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two other reactors are 
under construction. 

Dr. H. J. Bhabha, chairman of 
the Indian Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, told the 2,500 security- 
screened guests that one of the 
other reactors under construc- 
tion was entirely Indian in con- 
ception and is expected to be 
ready by. mid-1958. 

The third reactor—the biggest 
is being built with Canadian 
technical assistance and will be 
unveiled early in 1959, Bhabha 
said. 

About 100 scientists from both 
sides of the Iron Curtain attend- 
ed the ceremony, including Dr. 
Hideki Yukawa of the Japanese

U.N. to Study 
Radioactivity 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Jan. 22 (Kyodo-UP)—Japan 
formally introduced in the 
General Assembly Monday a 
proposal that all nuclear tests 
be registered with the United 
Nations “well in advance.” 
Ambassador Renzo Sawada, 
deputy chairman of the Japa- 
nese delegation, explained to 
the Assembly’s main Political 
Committee a draft resolution 
submitted jointly by Japan, 
Canada and Norway. The 
three-power draft also calis 
upon the U.N, Secretary-Gen- 
eral and the U.N. Scientific 
Committee on Radiation to co- 
operate with states concerned 
in keeping “actual and ex- 
pected” radiation under con- 
stant observation. 


Renzo Sawada, Japanese dele- 
gate to the United Nations, Mon- 
day urged the Political Commit- 
tee of the U.N. General Assem- 
bly to pay more attention to the 
effects of radioactivity itself 
rather than to the kinds and de- 
structive power of nuclear 
bombs,: sg 
Speaking before the Political 
Committee for the second time, 
Sawada again expressed Japan’s 
great concern over nuclear tests 
and asked support for the rd- 
solution proposed by Canada, 
Norway, and Japan calling for 
notification in advance to the 
United Nations of any nuclear 
blast plans. 

Sawada said that at the pres- 
ent stage more attention should 
be paid to effects of radioactivity 
itself rather than to the kinds 
and destructive power of 
nuclear bombs and that the pro- 
posed resolution. represented the 
least that should be done. 

“Tt is of urgent necessity,” 
Sawada continued, “to reach 
agreement on the three-country 
proposal for the good of man- 
kind. . It is essential that the 
United Nations undertake stu- 
dies of radioactivity both from 
long*range and short-range view- 
points.” 

The Japanese delegate ques- 
tioned if there was anyone who 
would dare declare that radio- 
active fallout has no hereditary 
effects, 

He mentioned the Japanese- 
conducted survey of the effects 
of the nuclear blast at the Bikini 
atolis, which he said “proved 
that large expanses of ‘sea 
waters and fish were contami- 
nated by the explosion.”

LONDON, Jan. 21 (AP)—So- 
viet President Klementi Voro- 
shilov will visit Communist 
China from April 15 to May 5

Egypt Ready 
To Demand 
Reparations 
Of $1.5 Billion

CAIRO, Jan. 21—The Middle 
East News reported Monday 
Egypt's losses as a result of 
British, French and Israel ag- 
gression amounted to 500 mil 
lion Egyptian pounds (nearly 
1,500 million dollars). 

“Egypt will claim reparations 
to this full amount and will not 
object to her claim being in- 
vestigated by expert coimiit- 
tees from abroad,” the agency 
said. 

The agency reported tnat the 
value of enemy property seques- 
tered in Egypt amounts to 
only 170 million pounds (476 
million dollars). 


POW Exchange Starts 

CAIRO, Jan. 21 (AP)—The ex- 
change of war prisoners be- 
tween Egypt and Israel began 
Monday with the help of the 
U.N. Emergency Force (UNEF). 

Israel took an estimated 5,000 
Egyptian prisoners in its Octo- 
ber invasion and Egypt captur- 
ed four Israelis. Israel deliver- 
ed about 500 Egyptian prisoners 
to U.N. authorities at El Arish 
Monday. The U.N. in turn was 
to hand them over to Egypt at 
Misfak, in the Sinai Desert. 

The operation is expected to 
take several days.

Bonn Army to Start 
Drafting 100,000 Men 


BONN, Jan. 21 (Kyodo-UP)— 
West Germany will start draft- 
ing 100,000 young men for its 
new Army Monday, 

Draftees, all born in the third 
quarter of 1937 will report to 
550 induction centers for phy- 
sical examinations. The induc- 
tion of the 100,000-man “con- 
scription class” was expected to 
take two months. 

Under present plans, the 500,- 
000-man West German Army 
eventually will be comprised of 
230,000 “draftees and 270,000 
volunteers.” At present, the 


Army has about 70,000 men, 
all volunteers. 


A-Secrets, Missile Swap 
Seen in Anglo-U.S. Talks 


LONDON, Jan. 21 (AP)—

And 
with the Catholic Church back- 
ing Gomulka’s appeal, the great 
majority were believed to have 
voted the straight coalition 
ticket in the belief that liberal 
communism was better than a 
return to the Stalin age.

henceforth it is a new_and shin- 
ing symbol of man’s Fearaing 
to be free. 

Pledging that Ametiéa, in its 
dealings with all the peoples of 
the earth will “ever-speak truth 
and serve justice,” Eisenhower 
told his audience: ~~ 

“We look upon this shaken 
earth, and we declare our. firm 
and fixed purpose—the  Duilding 
of peace with justice im a@*world 
where moral law prevails.

Scrap Metal From War 
Has Okinawans Prowling 


By The Associated Press 


NAHA, Jan, 21—The Pacific’s 
most fantastic modern ‘treasure” 
hunt is still ae over Oki- 
nawa. 


Now. in its sixth year, the 
never-ending search for debris 
of World War Il—scrap metal 
—has become the leading native 
occupation. 

Since June, 1951 it has pro- 
duced the equivalent of $22,501,- 
000 in caSh income, paid by the 
hungry Japanese steel industry 
for the island's entire output. 

And in fiscal 1957 there is a 
firm forecast of a 9% million 
dollar return, doosting it to the 
No. 1 export for the first time. 

Many strange stories, none of 
which can be = proved, have 
emerged from. the - “finders- 
keepers” scramble. 

There is the tale of the far- 
mer whose plow uncovered part 
of a huge metal lathe. A scrap 
dealer came dashing up. 

“Tl buy that,” he shouted. 
And he did before it was half 
out of the ground. 

Okinawans tell of.a fisherman 

who found a sunken ship in less 
than 50 feet of water. 
. “It was sold three times be- 
fore anyone attempted any sal- 
vage,” a local attorney report- 
ed 


' The most persistent story is 
of U.S. soldiers burying thou- 
sands of tons of equipment in 
widely scattered localties when 
the big pullback of troops be- 
gan after the war ended. 
Farmers also claim. GI’s ran 
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a fleet of trucks into the sea off 
Bolo Point, now an Air Force 
target range. , 

hether true or not Okina- 
wans believe such reports and 
make them the basis for their 
favorite form of “prospecting” 
—quizzing land owners whose 
property they suspect holds a 
good cache. 

By cross-checking verbal ac- 
counts they develop a “hot 
lead,” negotiate with the land 
owner and begin digging.’ 

Another method is to use a 
long pole to probe soft ground. 

A more common technique is 
to. follow in the wake of every 
bulldozer. As soon as one 
starts snorting across a con- 
struction site “mama-san” and 
her kids come rushing up Car- 
rying baskets. They pick up 
every fragment. turned up. 

Such methods have proved 
highly effective. On Aug. 15, 
1953, America abandoned all re- 
maining land scrap, thinking 
only an estimated 6,000 to 10,000 
tons remained. Since 
more than 200,000 tons worth 
about 22 million dollars have 
been found, 


The inspired Okinawans, who 
know a good thing when they 
see it, now are fanning out over 
the island as never before. They 
are particularly eager to dig on 
the relatively untouched mili- 
tary reservations. And they are 
seeking out caves’ where Japa- 
nese soldiers held out to the last 
in the bitter 83-day battle here. 


It is a dangerous business. 
Explosions of “duds” picked up

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Confrontation With Shostakovich 
By MARCEL GRILLI 


Exactly two decades intervene 
betwéen Shostakovich’s composi- 
tion of his Fifth Symphony 
(Op: 47), written under the 

-shadow of official disfavor, and 

his Violin Concerto (Op. 99), 
the latest of the published 
‘works by this eminent Soviet 
composer, If that symphony, 
composed at the age of 30, is 
one of the most vibrant and 
emotionally sustained works in 
his entire output, the new Vio- 
lin Concerto is a continuation 
and a. consummation of Shosta- 
kovich’s progressive develop- 
ment as a symphonist of inter- 
‘national stature. 

Local fanciers of Shostako- 
vich’s music last week had an 
opportunity to make a confront- 
ation. of these two massive 
works. On Monday evening in 
Hibiya Hall, Joseph Rosenstock 
and the NHK Symphony Or- 
chestra fully revealed the great 
musical powér which the Fifth 
Symphony still exerts over lis- 
teners. 

Mr. Rosenstock’s authoritative 
baton elicited good, clean sound 
from the instrumentalists, par- 
ticularly noteworthy in the 
many exposed high passages for 
the sttings... This was,a wholly 
expressive rendition, in which 
the rhythm was kept taut and 
forceful, but moving with feel- 
ing and the music flowing wit 
much understanding and in- 


sight. 
Interpretation Poor 

After the height of this fine 
musieal interpretation, Sumiko 
Nagaoka’s reading of the solo 
part in Brahms’s Second Piano 
Concerto was a distinct come- 
dowh for this listener. It was 
Schumann who once set down 
the thought that “great spaces 
need great minds to fill them,” 
— meaning thereby that great 
works take great artists to in- 
terpret them. 

The two piano concertos which 
Brahms has left us are not only 
technically difficult (though 
pianistic mastery and physical 
endurance are essentials for 
their performance), but they 
also call for deep ‘insight into 
the composer’s breadth of con- 
ception and design. Miss Naga- 
oka approached her immense 
task halfway; while her key- 
board proficiency was not to be 
disputed, her interpretative 
power was not on the same 
level, especially in such details 
as phrase-rhythms, with which 
this B-flat Major Concerto 
abounds, 

In other words, Miss Naga- 
oka showed that she possessed 
the strong fingers and the stam- 
ina, but not ehe delicacy and 
penetrating insight to evoke all 
the. niceties of interpretation 
which both Mr. Rosenstock and 
she, I am sure, sought to attain. 

- Tsuji in Shostakovich 

‘On the succeeding Thursday 
evening also in Hibiya Hall, 
the .young Osaka _ violinst, 
Hisako Tsuji, appeared as 
soloist with the Tokyo Sym- 
phony Orchestra in Shostako- 
vich’s Concerto. David Oist- 
rakh, to whom this work is 
dedicated, premiered it in Len- 
ingrad in October 1955; he later 
introduced it in New York the 
following December and _ in 
London last February. 

I have no information that 
any other violinist has tackled 
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the Concerto after Oistrakh. 
It is apparent that in the course 
of its composition Shostakovich 
continually kept in mind the 
special qualities which distin- 
guish the art of the redoubtable 
Soviet violinist. This is a truly 
brilliant work, demanding the 
technical accomplishment of a 
virtuoso as well as solid musi- 
cianship. 

The Concerto is in four move- 
ments; it opens with a placid 
and very lyrical Nocturne, foi- 
lowed by an extended Scherzo, 
an expressive Passacaglia and 
a very lively Burlesca; ‘the last 
two movements are to be per- 
formed without a break. The 
whole is musically absorbing 
and striking in the’ originality 
of its design. The violin is al- 
lowed to soar lyrically in can- 
tilena style over the growling 
orchestral bass. The orchestra- 
tion is also unusual (there are 
no trumpets or mbones, 
though there are triple wood- 


wind, a tuba, celesta, and 
harp). . 

Played With Glitter 
The lovely intense Pas- 


sacaglia, whish reveals to the 
full Shostakovich’s melodic en- 
dowments, culminates in a 
very long cadenza, the only one 
in the work; afd this; in turn,’ 
merges with a_ thoroughly 
riotous moto perpetuo in Slav- 
onic rhythm, affording the 
soloist an opportunity for dazz!- 
ing display of virtuosity. 
Everything in that work is fully 
integrated symphonically, each 
individual movement expand- 
ing and evolving organically 
and coming to fruition in reg- 
ulated upsurges of energy. 
Miss Tsuji’s playing had the 
glitter and glamor, as well as 


the swelling phrase and the 


throbbing pulse which this 
Concerto demands. She seems 
bent on absorbing the Oistrakh 
repertoire for her own. There 
were no untoward blemishes to 
mar her interpretation, al- 
though in certain parts of the 
Scherzo her smooth rhythmic 
flow seemed to be somewhat 
upset and slowed down by the 
stodgy orchestral accompani- 
ment. But one must hear in 
mind that this was, after all, a 
first performance of a scintillat- 
ing and excruciatingly difficult 
work. 
Two New Numbers 

The conductor, Masashi Ueda, 
flanked the Shostakovich Con- 
certo with two other premiere 
performances: one an orchestral 
suite, entitled “The Country in 
the Snow,” by a Japanese wom- 
an composer named Hideko 
Tanifuji, and the other, Henri 
Dutilleux’s Symphony. Miss 
Tanifuji’s work, dated 1954, was 
subdivided into six short parts, 
each bearing evocative titles 
of what seemed to be personal 
experiences and feelings. In 


‘keeping with the slight pro- 


grammatic material of each 
title the composer also used the 
orchestra sparingly and only to 
depict atmosphere and phreno- 
mena of nature. The work is 
therefore largely a study in or- 
chestra color and sonority. 
The Symphony by the 40- 
year-old Frenchman is more 
pretentiotis.. Dated 1949, it is a 
composition that sounds very 
sprightly despite its apparent 
eclecticism. It is sharply etch- 
ed in spots and very sonorous 
throughout, One is bound to 
admire the skill of its crafts- 
manship and to delight in its 
sound while this is being unroll- 
ed, but in the end one is left 
wholly unmoved. 
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‘Insanity Diagnosis 
By Blood Test Seen

CHICAGO {(AP)~A simple 
six-minute blood test is finding 
a peculiar chemical change 
among the insane, scientists re 
ported recently. 

The discovery was hailed as 
“an important breakthrough” 
toward finding causes and cures 
for mental diseases. 

It may lead to a practical test 
to diagnose mental sickness, tell 


how sick a person is, and how /® 


much he is recovering. 


Most important, it indicates al @ 
mental iliness is caused by aia 
chemical upset in the brain,|@ 


said Dr. Frederick A. Gibbs, 
University of Illinois neurolo- 
gist, who called it a. break- 
through. 

“This would mean mental ill- 
ness is not due to ‘wreng think 
ing’ but to actual iliness of the 
brain itself,” he said. 

The illness could be a slight 
chemical change, just as things 
can go wrong chemically with 
the liver or stomach to cause 
disease. 

“And if a disease is chemical- 
ly caused, it is potentially chem- 
ically correctable,” Dr. Gibbs 
said. 

The blood test was announced 
at the first annual scientific con- 
ference of the Brain Research 
Foundation. 

It was discovered by Dr. Stig 

Akerfeldt, 26, of the Nobel In- 
stitute, Stockholm, Sweden, 
who has analyzéd 800 sick and 
normal persons. Dr, Akerfeldt, 
a biochemist, reported person- 
ally at the meeting. 

His results were confirmed 
in tests upon another 1,000 per- 
sons here by Dr. Leo Abood, 
University of Illinois bioechem- 
ist, and Dr. Gibbs, 

The test adds a dyestuff, 
dimethly-paraphenylene dia- 
mine, to a small amount of 
blood serum. Serum is the

All Actors Appear 


In addition to ail this assort- 
ment, there is on the matinee 
schedule a number, listed . on 
the program as “Shinnen no 
Kotobuki” (FPelicitations of the 
New Year), which is calling 
forth quite a bit of favorable 
reaction from the audience, as 
it involves the informal appear- 
ance of all the troupe members 
on the stage for what the 
troupe leader Shotaro Hanayagi 
speaks of himself as a “special 
New Year service” to fans. 


All the actresses of the troupe 
(and it must be remembered 
that this includes the “oyama,” 
or male actors who take female 
parts) appear first on the stage, 
all dressed in the traditional 
New Year formal wear of the 
geisha, which is a black formal 
kimono with crest, The hair 
is dorie up regally (wig, of 
course) and decorated with a 
sprig of rice, in accordance with 
the"custom of geisha during the 
New Year season, 


Shotaro Hanayagi, Taro Ha- 
nabusa, Eiichi Sedo as well as 
the grand old trouper Rokuro 
Kitamura (all male) appear in 
this geisha guise, together with 
the actual actresses {in other 
words, female) of the troupe, 
starting out with Yaeko Mizu- 
tani, Kobai Ichikawa and all 
the others, 


As Geisha and Firemen 


This geisha garb was chosen 
as being the most fitting to the 
Shimpa tradition so far as the 
AS 
for the Shimpa men, the “tobi” 
was chosen as the most appro- 
priate style, So all’the male 


actors of the troupe, exclusive 


of course of the “oyama actors, 
line up along the hanamachi, 
all dressed in the garb of the 
“tobi,” the gallant Edo firémen 


of old, as they would have been 


dressed for their first New Year 
assembly, 


Ichijiro Ohya, Kan Ishil and 
others are all to be seen in this 
line-up. Conspicuously missing 
is Kisho Hanayagi, who later 
appears carrying the “matoi”, 
the firemen’s fancy standard, 
which he twirls and twists in 
the good old tobi manner all 
the way down the hanamichi 
and. across the stage. The 
“matoi” used, incidentally, is a 
real one, borrowed especially 
for the purpose, There is a gay 
mingling of the geisha and the 
tobi, with a good deal of ad 
libbed give-and-take, much to 
the delight of the audience, 
As for the plays, there is a 


refreshing lack of the stifling 
melodrama of a past era; and 
the whole program is quite 
sprightly In mood throughout, 
with the exception of the final 
“Chikamatsu Monogatari,” which 
is a romantic tragedy, with em- 
phasis laid on the visible beauty 


of the stage presentation. 
For ird Time 
In “Ashita no Kofuku,” which 
is being presented by the 


Shimpa this month for the play's 
third run because of its im- 
mense popularity, Yaeko Mizu- 
tani as the beautiful fortyish 
matron, together with “oyama” 
actor Shotaro Hanayagi as her 
mother-in-law, keep this delight- 
ful domestic comedy, with its 
light spoofing of the old feudai- 
istic restrictions that keep 
in the best of 
Japanese families, 
running along at an entertain 
ing pace, None of its fresh- 
ness after repeated perform- 
ances has been lost. 

Kobai Ichikawa is seen quite 
prominently in several plays, 
taking the leading feminine 
roles in “Mésu Gunma” on. the 
matinee and “Ogon” on the 
evening p ms. Each calis 
for the portrayal of a woman of 
highly individual character, and 
Kobai is excellent in both. 

Rough but Kind 

As the title “Mesu Guma” 
(Female Bear) suggests, this 
play is about a woman who is 
called “Mesu Guma” behind her 
back, and someétimes even to 
her face. She is the chief cook 
in a rough and tumble lumber 
camp deep in the mountains, 
loud of voice, rough of manner, 
overbearing and tough. But, as 
one may well have guessed by 
now, she is ed of a heart 
of gold. How she succumbs to 
the wooing of a mellow, aging 
foreman of the lumber camp is 
the crowning point of the play; 
but meanwhile her hefty and 
spirited characterization as 
“Mesu Guma” captivates every- 
one with laughter and good 
will.

BOSTON, Jan. 21 (Kyedo-UP) 
—James Brendan Connolly, who 
“hopped, stepped and jumped” 
to become the first Olympic 
champion in modern times, died 
Sunday night at a Veterans 
Hospital. 

The 8&7-yearold Connolly, 
later known as the “Dean of 
American sea story -writers,” 
left Harvard University in 1896 
to compete in the first modern 
revival of the ancient Games.

The Japan National Railways

ped out by the JNR in August 
last -year.

which the plan was. based. 


According to the revised plan, 
a total of ¥597,000 million will 
be ‘spent during the five-year 
period. beginning fiscal 1957 for 
the” “modernization and expan- 
sion. of railway facilities.

ATHENS, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Greek. shipowners, already third 
in the world rankings behind 
Britain and America, will be 
challengers for second place by 
1960, according to present plans. 

By that time, 1,770 Greek- 
owned ships will be sailing the 
world shipping lanes, with a 
total tonnage of more than 16 
millions, according to Piraeus 
shipping circles. 


Not all these will be flying 
the Greek flag, however—more 
than a quarter will be running 
under Liberian registry, a tenth 
under the American flag and 
another tenth under Panaman- 
ian colors. Only one ship in 
four will sail under Greek reg- 
istration. 

Shipping circles here say that 
at present Greek owners con- 
trol 1,425 ships with a total ton- 
nage of 10,425,813. Under con- 
struction, and expected ready 
for service by 1960, are another 
346 vessels of 5,602,425 tons. 

Balanced against American 
plans, this means the Greek 
shipowners stand a very good

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British-Europe Ties 
LONDON, Jan. 21—The deci- 
sion of Britain’s new Govern- 
ment to work for closer links 
with the European continent .is 
widely discussed by the British 
press. Most newspapers argue 
that Britain should join a free 
trade area in Europe. — 


The left-wing newspaper, Rey- 
nolds News, says the Govern- 
ment is right in its decision 
subject -to one vital condition. 
And that-is that the area must 
be an expanding market based 
on a rising standard of living 
and not a contracting market 
run by monopolies and com-. 
bines. 


The newspaper adds _ that 
there are risks in the scheme 
But also great rewards. Brit- 
ain cannot afford to have new 
barriers raised against her in 
the West Europe market which 
received 30 per cent of her ex- 
ports, 

The People, also left-wing, 
says that the new Europe plus 
the Commonwealth could be the 
solution to all our. troubles. 
Britain would be the leading 
voice of a third power strong 
enough to stand up to Russia 
and the United States. 


The Sunday Times, conserva- ' 
tive, thinks that this is going 
too far.
